One  of  the  easiest  culture  and  the  loveliest 
effects  as  far  as  their  carpets  and  masses  of 
rosettes  go;  few  things  in  the  Rock  Garden 
being  as  valuable  for  their  flowers  as  are  the 
Sempervivum  for  their  massed  rosettes  alone. 
While  they  do  not  need  much  soil,  it  must  be 
friable  and  have  some  humus  in  it,  consisting 
of  a  rich,  light  loam,  some  well-rooted  manure 
a  little  leaf  mold  and  some  coarse  sand  or 
crushed  rock  screenings.  Perfect  drainage  is 
essential.  While  the  following  have  been  pro- 
paged  from  (plants  imported  from  reliable 
growers  in  Europe,  the  names  of  this  family 
are  in  such  a  state  of  confusion  that  we  hesi¬ 
tate  to  guarantee  all.
